Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1961.  This  Report 
is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

I have  included  throughout  my  Report  facts  and  figures  sup- 
plied by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  instead  of  printing  his 
entire  Report.  His  very  comprehensive  Report  was  presented  to 
the  Council,  and  extracts  from  that  have  been  included  in  mine. 

The  population  of  the  District  continues  to  increase  at  an  ever- 
quickening  pace.  The  provisional  Census  figure  of  the  Registrar 
General  for  1961  is  54,777-  The  1951  Census  figure  was  44,936, 
while  the  official  estimate  for  mid-1933  (the  first  year  of  the  Guild- 
ford Rural  District  as  it  was  then  reconstituted)  was  32,490.  The 
estimated  mid-year  population  for  1961  is  55,180. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  a high  one,  being  this  year  18.62  compared 
with  the  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  17.4.  The  actual  num- 
ber of  births  exceeded  one  thousand  this  year  for  the  first  time, 
giving  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  483. 

The  Death  Rate  is  low,  the  actual  Rate  being  9.51,  and  when 
corrected  to  correspond  with  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the 
country  as  a whole,  is  still  only  10.46  compared  with  the  national 
figure  of  12.00.  The  population  generally  is  young  and  rapidly 
increasing. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  are,  as  always,  heart  diseases 
and  cancer.  Both  figures  seem  to  be  improving  slightly,  and  it 
seems  probable  that  both  are  gradually  moving  into  the  sphere  of 
preventable  or  at  least  partially  preventable  diseases. 

The  Guildford  Rural  District  is  a healthy  and  pleasant  place 
in  which  to  live.  It  has  most  of  the  amenites  of  town  life  coupled 
with  the  advantages  of  the  country.  Main  drainage  now  covers 
almost  all  parishes,  or  is  extending  as  rapidly  as  the  work  can 
proceed,  to  the  remaining  parts,  whilst  all  other  main  services  are 
available.  Sanitary  conditions,  water  supplies,  sewage  disposal 
and  similar  main  services,  many  of  which  did,  until  recently,  take 
up  much  of  the  time  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  have  become 
largely  matters  almost  entirely  within  the  province  of  Engineers  and 
Surveyors.  Diseases  and  infections  that  were  major  problems  have 
been  largely  reduced  to  relatively  minor  positions,  though  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Diphtheria  might  at  any  time  become  again  a dangerous 
menace  if  precautions  were  relaxed  or  we  grew  careless.  Tuber- 
culosis has  been  largely  mastered,  if  not  conquered.  Some  of  our 
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old  routine  measures  might  indeed  be  now  discarded  or  diminished 
without  detriment  to  sufferers.  Free  milk  and  additional  special 
foods  no  longer  contribute  so  much  to  recovery  compared  with  the 
value  of  drug  therapy  and  surgical  procedures. 

The  emphasis  with  infectious  diseases  today  is  moving  more 
and  more  towards  viruses.  Most  bacteria  are  susceptible  to  new 
drugs  or  anti-biotics.  There  are  no  specific  drugs  for  virus  infec- 
tions. Prevention  and  control  is  widening  its  scope  with  increasing 
success,  chiefly  by  inoculation  with  vaccines,  i.e.,  modified  or 
attenuated  living  viruses.  Measles  can  often  be  prevented  or  modi- 
fied by  gamma  globulin,  which  we  use  quite  frequently  here  for 
special  cases.  The  success  of  Whooping  Cough  inoculation  is  very 
evident  by  the  reduction  in  number  and  severity  of  cases.  Polio- 
myelitis vaccines,  both  the  Salk  and  more  recently  Sabine  Oral 
vaccine,  are  successful  in  controlling  epidemics  and,  being  used  on 
a wide  scale  throughout  the  country,  should  prevent  future  epi- 
demics to  a great  extent.  Many  other  viruses  have  been  identified 
and  have  given  us  trouble  from  time  to  time  increasingly.  We 
have  met  with  Coxsackie  and  ECHO  viruses  more  and  more  often. 
Adenovirus,  Influenza  and  even  the  Common  Cold  are  just  a few 
that  are  always  with  us  and  so  far  defy  control.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  sees  the  scope  and  importance  of  his  work  widen- 
ing and  increasing  as  the  older  and  more  familiar  diseases  are 
checked.  Closer  and  ever  closer  collaboration  with  the  bacterio- 
logist and  virologist  is  necessary  as  well  as  with  the  Medical  Prac- 
titioner in  the  field.  In  this  District  we  are  especially  fortunate  in 
having  full  facilities  available  literally  on  our  doorstep  in  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Guildford,  where  virological  investi- 
gation is  now  undertaken.  Since  this  is  the  last  Annual  Report  I 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  preparing,  I am  glad  to  put  on  record 
my  appreciation  of  the  very  valuable  help  always  so  willingly 
given  by  the  officers  serving  this  Laboratory.  Much  of  the  pre- 
ventive work  could  not  have  been  achieved  without  that  help.  I 
should  like  also  to  pay  a tribute  to  the  very  friendly  and  helpful 
co-operation  invariably  extended  to  me  by  all  my  colleagues  in 
private  practice.  All  this  has  been  a stimulus  in  my  work  as  well 
as  being  of  inestimable  help. 

In  recent  years  the  general  public  has  shown  a very  noticeable 
increase  of  interest  in,  and  knowledge  of,  health  matters  generally. 
Enquiries,  often  highly  technical,  but  always  serious,  have  shown 
an  awareness  of  the  march  of  progress  and  a high  degree  of  know- 
ledge, as  well  as  a keen  interest  in  local  affairs.  I have  indeed 
been  sometimes  almost  convinced  of  the  need  for  a Public  Rela- 
tions Officer  to  satisfy  these  general  enquiries  which  often  involve 
many  aspects  of  Local  Government. 

Over  recent  years  I have  repeatedly  stressed  the  need  for  more 
and  more  Health  Education.  It  is  a most  profitable  held,  and  as 
yet  the  surface  is  scarcely  scratched.  The  need  is  all  too  apparent 
to  every  social  worker  or  visitor  in  any  cross  section  of  our  com- 
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munity.  The  rewards  in  diminished  sickness  and  improved  health 
are  almost  limitless.  Obvious  approaches  are  through  tenants  of 
Council  houses,  through  schools  and  by  personal  visits  to  homes 
where  sickness  or  unsatisfactory  conditions  exist.  In  our  district 
the  visits  of  our  visiting  nurse  fulfil  this  last,  and  are  probably  the 
most  valuable  of  all.  The  advice  given  is  essentially  personal, 
direct  and  where  it  is  most  needed,  coming  from  a trained  and  ex- 
perienced nurse  it  is  doubly  effective.  I had  looked  forward  to  ex- 
tending this  service,  as  I am  convinced  it  is  most  worth  while,  and 
indeed  that  the  rewards  in  terms  of  better  health  and  better  care  of 
Council  property  would  actually  become  an  asset  rather  than  mere 
expense. 

In  general  matters  there  is  also  ample  scope.  An  association 
between  lung  cancer  and  excessive  smoking  is  proved  statistically, 
and  there  is  great  need  for  propaganda  and  teaching  amongst  the 
younger  generation.  Yet  even  more  people  die  from  coronary  and 
heart  diseases,  and  we  know  that  there  is  an  association  between 
these  and  overweight  and  conditions  causing  overweight.  Propaganda 
and  teaching  is  most  urgently  needed  to  make  this  known  as  widely 
as  possible  especially  among  the  older  generation.  Instruction  is 
needed,  too,  for  the  young  who  nowadays  are  so  commonly  over- 
weight through  incessant  eating,  especially  of  sweets,  and  whose 
teeth  are  moreover  decayed  at  an  early  age  for  the  same  reason. 
Much  of  this  dental  decay  is  probably  preventable  if  we  had  only 
the  good  sense  to  add  fluoride  to  water  supplies.  This  is  common 
practice  in  many  states,  yet  we  lag  behind  through  excessive 
caution. 

These  are  just  a few  ways  in  which  health  education  ought  to 
be  energetically  accelerated  and  in  which  very  noticeable  and 
worth-while  results  would  become  apparent,  though  not,  unfortun- 
ately, immediately. 

This  Annual  Report  for  1961  is  the  last  one  from  my  pen,  as  I 
retire  towards  the  end  of  the  year  after  28^  years’  service  as  Medi- 
cal Officer  of  Health  to  this  Council.  They  have  been  happy 
years  of  work.  This  Council  has  always  been  eager  to  keep  in  the 
van  of  progress  and  has  given  me  much  encouragement.  Our 
relationship  has  been  a particularly  happy  one,  and  I am  grateful. 
My  colleagues  and  other  officers,  too,  have  been  never  failing  in 
their  friendly  helpfulness  at  all  times.  I cannot  speak  too  highly 
of  my  own  staff.  Their  anxiety  has  been  to  do  as  much  as  possible 
to  help  me;  their  willingness  has  made  the  difficult  times  so  much 
the  easier  and  the  ordinary  daily  routine  pleasureable.

Family  Planning. — The  Family  Planning  Clinic  at  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital,  Guildford,  is  held  every  Monday  at  5.30  p.m.  and  Fri- 
day evenings  at  6 to  7.30  p.m.,  and  is  administered  by  a Volun- 
tary Committee.  Appointments  are  required. 

The  Clinics  mentioned  above  are  all  administered  by  and 
under  the  control  of  the  Surrey  County  Council,  except  where 
otherwise  stated. 
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The  Home  Help  Service  is  of  help  in  some  cases,  though  the 
difficulties  and  deficiencies  in  rural  areas  are  well  recognised.  It 
has  been  augmented  this  year  by  the  Neighbourly  Help  Scheme, 
as  has  been  urged  for  so  many  years  in  these  pages.

Milford  Chest  Hospital,  312  beds.  King  George  V.  Hos- 
pital for  Chest  Diseases,  186  staffed,  46  unstaffed. 

SPASTICS  CLINIC. 

The  treatment  centre  for  spastic  children  is  at  the  Memorial 
Hall,  Worplesdon,  under  the  auspices  of  the  National  Spastics 
Society. 

CARE  OF  THE  AGED,  AND  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT, 
1948,  SECTION  47. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  Section  47,  though  it  had  to 
be  considered  in  several  cases. 

Nineteen  new  cases  of  aged  persons  in  need  were  brought  to 
our  notice,  and  help  found  in  some  form  for  most,  either  financial, 
by  admission  to  suitable  homes,  and  in  many  and  diverse  ways. 
The  Visiting  Nurse  keeps  in  regular  touch  with  all  aged  persons 
in  need  or  likely  to  be  in  need  of  help  of  any  kind,  and  paid  137 
such  visits  during  the  year. 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE. 

In  August,  the  Surrey  County  Council’s  Chiropody  Service 
for  expectant  mothers  and  handicapped  persons  was  extended  to 
include  elderly  persons  unable  to  obtain  treatment  through  sessions 
arranged  by  voluntary  organisations.  The  County  scheme  is  ad- 
ministered through  the  Surrey  Council  of  Social  Service. 

BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD:  SEC.  50,  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE 
ACT,  1948. 

One  burial  was  arranged  under  this  section  during  1961. 

MORTUARIES. 

The  arrangements  with  the  Hospital  Groups  for  use  of  the 
mortuaries  at  Milford  Chest  Hospital  and  Farnham  Hospital  con- 
tinue to  work  satisfactorily.  10  bodies  were  sent  to  Milford  and 
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ii  to  Farnham  during  1961.  In  addition,  3 were  sent  to  the  Wok- 
ing Mortuary  and  1 to  Epsom. 

TILLINGBOURNE  VALLEY  MOBILE  PHYSIOTHERAPY 
SERVICE. 

This  most  valued  and  appreciated  mobile  physiotherapy  ser- 
vice continues  to  serve  the  Tillingbourne  Valley  area,  comprising, 
in  Guildford  Rural  District,  the  parishes  of  Shalford,  Albury,  St. 
Martha  and  Shere.  Despite  increasing  costs  and  staffing  difficul- 
ties, 324  patients  have  been  treated  during  1961,  1,532  treatments 
being  given.  The  van  covered  nearly  6,500  miles. 

Arthritis  and  rheumatic  disabilities  are  the  most  common  dis- 
orders treated,  but  its  greatest  value  is  probably  to  old  people. 
To  many  of  these  physiotherapy  is  not  available  unless  brought  to 
them  at  home,  yet  it  helps  to  keep  many  mobile  and  prevents  or 
delays  the  need  for  hospital  treatment.  Many  cases  are  referred 
by  hospitals  as  well  as  by  private  doctors.  No  grant  is  made  from 
any  official  source,  and  the  recovery  in  fees  is  only  some  £ 200  out 
of  the  total  cost  of  £1,300  for  the  year,  the  balance  being  raised  by 
voluntary  contributions. 

In  the  area  not  covered  by  the  services  of  the  mobile  van, 
everyone  unable  to  pay  privately  is  denied  physiotherapy  unless 
able  to  travel  to  hospital.  This  is  often  quite  impossible  because 
of  distance  and  time  involved  in  travelling,  waiting  and  treatment, 
especially  where  children,  invalids  or  old  people  are  left  at  home. 
There  is  really  no  home  visiting  physiotherapy  service,  since  hos- 
pitals cannot  spare  physiotherapists  to  do  any  visiting  at  all,  and 
private  treatment  cannot  be  paid  for  out  of  the  Hospital  Service. 
A particularly  tragic  case  of  disseminated  sclerosis  with  excessively 
painful  spasms,  and  physically  quite  unable  to  travel,  drew  par- 
ticular attention  to  this  gap  in  our  Health  Service. 

MULTIPLE  SCLEROSIS  SOCIETY. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Guildford  Branch  (Mr.  Farnfield, 
c/o  Pimms  the  Furnishers,  Guildford)  continues  to  infuse  immense 
enthusiasm  into  this  very  worth-while  society.  It  does  much  to 
help  sufferers  from  this  disease,  and  encourages  mutual  help  and 
the  exchange  of  useful  ideas. 

DISABLED  CAR  DRIVERS. 

In  October  the  County  Council  introduced  a scheme  whereby 
severely  disabled  car-drivers  may  be  issued  with  distinctive  yellow 
car  badges  to  ease  their  difficulties  when  parking. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  VISITING  NURSE. 

Amongst  the  Nurse’s  varied  duties  are  preparation  for  and 
assistance  at  immunisation  sessions,  enquiries  concerning  infectious 
disease,  collection  of  pathological  specimens,  and  housing  investi- 
gations. Education  in  health  and  hygiene  is  one  of  the  most  valu- 
able incidental  benefits  of  her  visits  to  private  homes,  and  more 
and  more  stress  is  being  paid  to  this  educational  service:  it  can  be 
given  only  in  the  homes.  This  aspect  of  the  service  deserves 
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special  emphasis,  and  it  is  hoped  to  extend  it  as  circumstances 
permit.

HEALTH  PROPAGANDA  AND  ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  HOME. 

This  service  is  increased  year  by  year  as  much  as  limitations 
of  staff  and  time  allow.  There  must  be  a continuous  process  of 
public  education,  very  well  worthwhile  and  to  which,  as  has  been 
said  so  frequently  in  recent  Annual  Reports,  increasing  attention 
must  be  paid.  The  Visiting  Nurse  does  the  most  valuable  work  of 
this  nature,  since  it  is  much  more  effective  by  personal,  individual 
instruction,  and  she  does  visit  a great  many  houses,  especially  those 
most  in  need  of  education  in  hygiene  and  general  good  manage- 
ment. Council  house  tenants  are  naturally  the  most  easily  ap- 
proached and  influenced,  especially  where  there  are  older  children. 

The  Home  Safety  Act,  1961,  empowered  Local  District  Coun- 
cils to  spend  money  on  propaganda,  advice,  etc.,  and  to  contribute 
to  organisations  to  promote  safety  in  the  home.  Leaflets  regarding 
danger  to  children  from  polythene  bags  were  circulated  with  Rate 
Demands,  and  to  Council  house  tenants  with  the  rent-books. 

Information  is  received  from  the  Ambulance  Service  of  the 
number  and  types  of  home  accident  cases  taken  to  hospital.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  accumulation  of  such  statistics  will  provide  a 
general  picture  of  causes  in  our  own  district,  and  since  most  acci- 
dents in  the  home  should  be  preventable,  the  information  ought 
therefore  to  be  of  the  greatest  value  in  directing  advice  and  propa- 
ganda to  the  best  advantage.  The  figures  for  1961  were: —

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

These  were  reported  upon  in  detail  in  the  i960  Report,  and 
there  have  been  no  radical  changes.  Samples  for  analysis  con- 
tinue to  be  taken  on  the  usual  schedule.  Copies  of  reports  are 
forwarded  to  the  appropriate  water  undertakings  for  information. 

There  have  been  no  major  extensions  during  1961. 

The  Mid- Wessex  Water  Co.  propose  to  sink  new  boreholes  at 
Ash  and  Tongham.  This  should  improve  supplies  and  is  welcomed. 

Inadequate  supplies  in  Peaslake  and  at  Arlington  were  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Guildford,  Godaiming 
and  District  Water  Board,  who  took  steps  to  improve  these 
supplies. 

The  small  private  supply  at  Wanborough  Manor  Estate  con- 
tinues to  give  anxiety,  as  it  is  permanently  polluted  though  vary- 
ing to  some  extent  with  rainfall.  All  consumers  were  reminded  that 
all  water  for  drinking  should  be  boiled.  The  area  of  supply  is, 
however,  being  gradually  whittled  down,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all 
properties  will  eventually  be  connected  to  mains  supplies.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


I am  indebted  to  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr. 
Snape,  for  the  following  notes  on  the  progress  of  main  drainage 
schemes. 

Ash  Vale  Main  Drainage — Phases  I.,  II.,  III.,  and  IVA. — 

Work  on  all  Phases  has  been  completed.  A total  of  15.2  miles  of 
sewer  has  been  laid.  A total  of  2,332  properties  are  connected  to 
these  sewers  and  164  existing  properties  remain  to  be  connected. 

Effingham  Main  Drainage. — A further  13  properties  were  con- 
nected to  the  sewer,  making  a total  of  426  since  the  sewer  was  laid 
in  1957. 

Normandy,  Worplesdon  and  Pirbright  Main  Drainage  — 
Phase  I (southern  half  of  Worplesdon  Parish) . — Work  has  now 
been  completed  on  the  laying  of  the  8 miles  of  sewer  serving  the 
above  area.  Already  949  properties  have  been  connected  to  the 
sewers,  which  is  78.8  per  cent,  of  the  total  properties,  old  and  new, 
in  the  drainage  area. 

Normandy,  Worplesdon  and  Pirbright  Main  Drainage — Phase 

IA. — The  work  of  extending  the  Hockford  Farm  Disposal  Works 
has  been  completed  and  the  Works  taken  into  use. 

Tillingbourne  Valley  Main  Drainage — Phases  III.,  IV.  and  V. 

— To  date  437  properties  have  been  connected  to  the  8.9  miles  of 
sewer  of  this  scheme. 

The  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment to  the  Council’s  proposals  as  under,  is  awaited: — 

Ash  Vale  Main  Drainage. — Ash  Vale  Works  Extension.  Ob- 
taining tenders  for  extending  present  works,  estimated  cost 

£129.785- 

Peasmarsh  Main  Drainage. — Obtaining  tenders  for  providing 
1.5  miles  of  sewer  accommodating  136  properties. 

Tillingbourne  Valley  Main  Drainage — Phase  VIA  (including 
Colekitchen  Lane  Area). — Approval  of  tenders  to  be  obtained  for 
7 miles  of  sewer  serving  305  properties. 

Application  will  be  made  shortly  for  permission  to  obtain 
tenders  for  Normandy,  Worplesdon  and  Pirbright  Main  Drainage 
— Phase  II. — 8J  miles  of  sewer  serving  536  properties. 

Note  3. — .3  miles  of  sewer  have  been  laid  during  the  year  by 
private  estate  development  of  housing  estates.  89.4  per  cent,  of  all 
new  properties  erected  have  been  connected  to  the  main  sewer. 

As  a result  of  laying  sewers  550  existing  and  456  new  properties 
have  been  provided  with  main  drainage  facilities  during  the  year. 
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Following  the  completion  of  the  Hockford  Sewage  Works, 
which  includes  the  effluent  from  the  Pirb right  Virus  Research  In- 
stitute, details  of  the  special  treatment  being  given  in  my  Report 
for  i960,  the  works  were  taken  over  by  the  Council  and  brought 
into  full  use.  This  enabled  the  connection  of  the  Fairlands  Estate 
sewers  to  be  made,  abolishing  the  unsatisfactory  small  disposal 
system  and  sewering  the  remainder  of  the  estate.  A serious 
nuisance  and  danger  to  health  will  be  thereby  completely  removed. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

It  is  satisfactory  that  the  amount  of  sewage  tipped  on  to  land 
has  been  further  substantially  reduced,  more  cesspool  contents 
being  put  into  sewers.  This  has  meant  greater  travelling  distances. 

Two  of  the  cesspool  emptiers  are  adapted  for  the  removal  of 
nightsoil.  Only  one  full-time  vehicle  is  now  employed  on  this  ser- 
vice, which  is  diminishing  as  main  drainage  extends  over  the  area.

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

There  is  a fortnightly  collection.  This  is  well  managed;  the 
refuse  carts  are  modern  in  design,  provide  an  excellent  service, 
and  the  tips  are  well  looked  after  and  kept  free  from  nuisances. 
The  demand  for  a weekly  collection  continues  to  grow,  but  prob- 
ably it  is  not  realised  sufficiently  how  much  the  additional  charge 
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on  the  rates  would  be,  nor  how  much  many  householders  can  do 
to  reduce  the  amount  of  refuse  and  its  unpleasant  nature  lying  for 
up  to  two  weeks  in  the  refuse  bin.  The  service  does  in  fact  com- 
pare very  favourably  with  that  provided  in  other  rural  areas,  and 
indeed  even  some  Urban  Districts  and  Boroughs.  Nevertheless  the 
Council  agreed  to  extend  a weekly  collection  as  rapidly  as  possible, 
eventually  to  cover  the  whole  District.  A weekly  service  is  already 
operated  in  Ash  Parish  and  Seale  north  of  the  Hog's  Back. 

The  number  of  houses  requiring  refuse  collection  has  again 
increased  during  the  year  from  16,314  in  i960  to  16,914  in  1961. 
The  labour  force  necessary  to  maintain  this  regular  service  is  a 
continuous  difficulty. 

During  the  year,  refuse  disposal  ceased  at  East  Clandon,  and 
the  Send  Hill  tip  at  Send  Barns  Farm,  Send,  was  brought  into  use. 
The  Ash  Vale  Road  tip  continues  to  be  used,  as  also  the  central  tip 
at  Stonebridge,  Shalford.  At  Ash,  the  parish  lent  an  area  of  ap- 
proximately two  acres  of  the  marsh  which,  after  being  infilled  by 
tipping,  was  levelled,  fenced  and  seeded  with  grass  by  the  Parish 
Council  to  make  it  available  as  a recreation  ground. 

Stonebridge,  Shalford,  is  to  become  the  Council's  main  Cleans- 
ing Depot.  An  additional  ten  acres  of  land  have  been  acquired, 
formerly  part  of  the  abandoned  brickyard  workings,  as  well  as 
fourteen  acres  already  used  as  a tip  and  depot.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  construction  of  the  necessary  buildings  will  be  competed  without 
delay,  so  that  the  working  conditions  of  this  important  service  may 
be  improved  and  made  satisfactory  in  every  way.

WATERCRESS  BEDS. 


The  watercress  beds  at  Gomshall  are  inspected  as  a normal 
routine  and  regular  samples  of  cress  and  water  taken  for  analysis. 
The  conditions  at  these  beds  are  very  good. 

SWIMMING  POOLS. 

There  are  a great  many  privately-owned  swimming  pools  in 
the  district,  and  one  public  one  at  Shere. 
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Regular  samples  are  taken  at  the  Shere  baths,  the  analyses 
being  detailed  in  my  Annual  Report  for  i960.  Other  pools  used 
by  school  children  are  similarly  kept  under  observation,  analyses 
made  and  advice  given  on  care  and  purification  of  private  pools 
when  desired. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  was  no  major  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  coming  to 
our  notice  during  the  year.  Minor  pollution  occurred  in  one  or  two 
instances  as  a result  of  poor  maintenance  of  privately  owned  sewage 
works  serving  small  housing  estates,  and  subsqeuently  three  tem- 
porary sewage  disposal  plants  were  connected  to  new  public  sewers, 
thus  eliminating  these  sources  of  pollution. 

Complaints  continue  to  be  received  regarding  the  old  Basing- 
stoke Canal.  This  has  become  quite  derelict  in  parts,  and  rubbish 
and  waste  materials  are  often  deposited  in  it.

During  1961,  54  dwellings  were  completed. 

Pressure  for  rehousing  continues,  despite  the  rapid  development 
of  the  district  and  the  growing  number  of  caravans.  Indeed,  cara- 
vans provide  a steady  stream  of  applicants  for  houses,  and  are  fre- 
quently supported  by  real  need  on  medical  grounds.  Chest  com- 
plaints, including  tuberculosis  and  chronic  bronchitis,  are  certainly 
more  prevalent  in  caravans,  and  of  course  one  cannot  imagine  that 
caravan  life,  with  its  close  confined  space,  often  overheated  and  ill- 
ventilated,  is  suitable  for  such  cases,  nor  for  those  living  with 
them.  Many  other  conditions  make  caravan  life  difficult  and  un- 
satisfactory-arthritis, nervous  diseases  with  inco-ordination  of 
movement  (e.g.,  multiple  sclerosis),  diabetes,  to  name  but  a few 
of  the  less  obvious  ones.  Special  investigation  of  12  such  cases 
was  made  during  1961. 

There  were  973  applicants  on  the  Council’s  housing  list  at  the 
end  of  the  year.

The  standard  of  houses  has  been  very  much  improved  by  the 
generous  application  of  grants  under  the  following  two  headings: 

Discretionary  Grants.  Approval  was  given  in  83  cases  out  of 
85  applications  received. 

Standard  Grants.  30  applications  were  approved  out  of  a 
total  of  34  received. 
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MOVABLE  DWELLINGS. 

Pound  Hill  Caravan  Site.  Following  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  i960,  all  caravan  sites  are  kept  under 
strict  control,  and  generally  conditions  have  been  vastly  improved. 
The  tendency  to  overcrowd  the  sites  beyond  the  permitted  number, 
in  particular  requires  constant  watching.  In  July  it  become  neces- 
sary to  reduce  the  number  of  vans  on  two  sites  in  particular,  and 
this  would  have  necessitated  removing  up  to  27  vans  on  to  the  high- 
way. As  an  emergency  measure  the  Council  established  a tem- 
porary site  at  Pound  Hill,  Wood  Street,  where  the  minimum 
reasonable  necessities  were  provided  and  27  caravans  were  estab- 
lished. This  number  is  reducing  gradually,  and  it  is  hoped  the 
site  will  be  abolished  during  1962.

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For  the  purpose  of  investigation  and  control  of  caravans  and 
camping  sites  a total  of  1,225  visits  was  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  during  1961. 

The  majority  of  the  sites  of  three  caravans  or  less  were,  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  up  to  a satisfactory  standard.  The  larger  sites  still 
had  further  time  allowed  in  the  licences  in  which  to  comply  with 
the  conditions. 

Continued  close  supervision  and  the  application  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Act  of  i960  resulted  in  a further  small  reduction  in  the 
total  number  of  sites  from  141  in  December,  i960,  to  132  at  the  end 
of  1961.  It  was  encouraging  to  find  that  the  trend  for  ever-increas- 
ing number  of  caravans  on  the  larger  sites  was  checked,  as  may  be 
seen  from  the  attached  Table  I.,  which  shows  that  at  December 
31st,  1961,  there  was  a total  of  841  caravans  in  the  district,  638  of 
which  were  known  to  be  in  residential  use,  as  compared  with  850 
and  66 7 respectively  a year  previously.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  year  1961  was  notable  for  the  most  impressive  epidemic 
of  Measles  I ever  remember.  It  started  early  and  was  long  con- 
tinued. Fortunately  of  a very  mild  character — as  measles  has 
been  of  recent  years — there  were  very  few  complications  and  no 
deaths.  One  case  of  Measles-encephalitis  was  reported,  but  made 
a complete  recovery. 

During  a mild  epidemic  of  Chicken  Pox,  one  case  was  com- 
plicated with  meningo-encephalitis;  this  child,  though  desperately 
ill,  made  a complete  recovery. 

There  were  fewer  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  and  again  the 
value  of  preventive  inoculation  was  noticeable  by  the  absence  of 
cases  amongst  protected  children,  or  its  milder  nature  even  in  the 
same  family  as  children  not  protected. 

Three  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified,  all  paralytic  but 
not  severe.  There  was  no  association  between  any  of  the  cases. 
Two  of  them  were  notified  very  late,  the  partial  paralysis  in  each 
following  an  undiagnosed  indefinite  illness.  None  had  received 
Salk  Vaccine. 

In  a few  cases,  some  of  which  were  at  first  thought  to  be 
Poliomyelitis,  ECHO  viruses  were  found,  and  Coxsackie  viruses, 
too,  have  been  encountered.  A local  practitioner  found,  during 
an  investigation  with  the  help  of  the  virologist  at  the  Guildford 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  that  several  cases  had  Type  9 ECHO 
virus,  and  Cocksackie  virus  Types  A. 2 and  A.  10  quite  generally 
distributed.  Any  symptoms  observed  were  in  no  way  specific  but 
indicative  of  a systemic  virus  invasion. 

One  case  of  Toxoplasmosis  was  thought  to  have  been  infected 
by  a pet  rabbit. 

Influenza  in  mild  form  made  its  annual  visit  in  the  late 
autumn.  Nothing  that  could  be  called  an  epidemic  developed,  al- 
though later  the  number  of  deaths  from  pneumonia  and  chronic 
bronchitis  showed  a noticeable  increase.  In  a good  number  of 
cases  of  influenza  Type  B virus  was  identified,  and  this  was  no 
doubt  the  prevalent  type. 

Cases  of  suspected  Diphtheria  crop  up  occasionally,  and  serve 
as  a reminder  of  the  necessity  of  maintaining  a high  level  of  pro- 
tection in  the  community.  Such  a case  was  notified  in  July  on 
Fairlands  Estate,  and  led  to  intensive  investigation.  This  case, 
clinically,  looked  like  Diphtheria,  but  eventually  was  proved  to  be 
infective  mononucleosis  (Glandular  Fever),  a non-notifiable  disease 
but  one  apparently  being  met  with  more  frequently  than  formerly. 

One  definite  case  of  Diphtheria  did  occur,  being  diagnosed 
only  after  the  family — travelling  showmen — had  moved  on.  We 
were  able  to  trace  them  to  Exeter  and  inform  the  Public  Health 
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authorities  there,  who  dealt  with  them.  There  were,  fortunately, 
no  other  persons  infected  in  our  district.  In  this  case  we  did 
identify  Cl.  Diphtheriae  Mitis. 

Sonne  Dysentery  continued  in  mild  form  more  or  less  con- 
stantly with  us.  No  specific  measures  are  possible  except  a check 
where  young  children  are  concerned  or  foodstuffs  are  handled.  A 
milk  vendor  was  taken  off  work  connected  with  milk  for  a short 
period,  on  being  found  to  be  suffering  from  Sonne  dysentery. 

Food  Poisoning.  Three  cases  only  were  notified — isolated 
cases  due  to  Salmonella  typhi-murium,  the  strain  in  one  case  being 
Group  U.72.  Many  cases  of  Diarrhoea  and  vomiting  were  investi- 
gated, some  due  to  Salmonella  tyhpi-murium,  some  to  S.  Sonnei, 
whilst  in  some  no  cause  could  be  identified.  Nothing  in  the  nature 
of  an  epidemic  developed,  although  there  was  cause  for  anxiety. 

Two  outbreaks  of  gastro-enteritis  were  investigated  without  a 
definite  diagnosis  being  established.  In  one  case,  a temporary 
camp  of  very  large  numbers  was  affected,  and  in  the  other  some 
200  or  so  boys  in  a residential  school.  In  both  there  was  a sug- 
gestion of  meningeal  symptoms,  but  all  cleared  up  in  a few  days. 
These  may  well  have  been  Coxsackie  Virus  infections,  but  with  the 
known  association  of  this  with  Poliovirus,  anxiety  was  felt  in  view 
of  the  numbers  and  the  inevitable  suspicion  of  Poliomyelitis. 

No  cases  of  Anthrax  were  notified  either  in  humans  or  in 
animals. 

No  cases  of  Rheumatic  Fever  were  notified. 

At  the  County  Council  residential  nurseries  the  usual  minor 
infections  developed  from  time  to  time,  though  the  practice  of 
screening  all  new  admissions  by  bacteriological  investigation  un- 
doubtedly helps  greatly.  E.  coli  055  affected  7 children,  though 
only  one  showed  symptoms  of  diarrhoea  and  enteritis.  During  the 
investigation  of  these  children,  9 Coxsackie  Virus  B.5  were  dis- 
covered, though  producing  no  apparent  symptoms.  It  may  be 
that  these  viruses  are  more  commonly  prevalent  than  is  known. 

Later,  4 children  were  infected  with  E.  coli  0111,  though  only 
one  developed  symptoms,  and  those  quite  severe.  All  these  cases 
were  transferred  to  hospital,  and  fortunately  no  further  cases  oc- 
curred. 

In  the  same  nursery  a child  on  admission  showed  Sonne 
Dysentery.  This  same  child  was  carrying  ECHO  Virus  Type  1, 
and  on  investigation  18  other  children,  including  5 babies,  had  the 
same  Virus,  ECHO  Type  1.  None  showed  any  apparent  symp- 
toms. 

Other  nurseries  showed  abnormal  E.  coli  026  affecting  3 chil- 
dren, while  in  one  Measles  and  Haemolytic  Streptococcal  infections 
occurred  but  gave  little  trouble.

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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION  PROGRAMME. 


Dr.  Pollock  has  prepared  the  following  notes  on  the  Immunisa- 
tion scheme. 

No  child  suffered  from  Diphtheria  in  the  Guildford  Rural  District 
during  1961.  The  acceptance  of  immunisation  is  satisfactory  in  the 
schools  where  the  doctor  visits  to  carry  out  the  treatment.  How- 
ever, in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  the  percentage  of 
children  immunised  under  one  year  of  age  is  too  low,  and,  in  the 
majority  of  cases,  indicates  a reluctance  on  the  mother’s  part  to 
trouble  to  take  the  child  to  the  clinic  or  doctor’s  surgery.  There 
are,  however,  a few  cases  where  illness  or  other  medical  conditions 
delay  the  completion  of  immunisation  until  the  child  has  passed 
the  age  of  one  year. 

In  October,  1961,  in  common  with  other  districts  in  the 
County,  Schedule  “P”  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  was  agreed.  Details  of  Schedule  “ P ” were  sent  to  General 
Practitioners,  and  as  far  as  possible  it  is  being  followed. 

Under  Schedule  “P”  triple  immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 
Tetanus  and  Pertussis  is  commenced  at  the  second  month  of  age. 
Smallpox  vaccination  follows  at  the  fifth  or  sixth  month,  and  Polio- 
myelitis inoculation  from  the  seventh  to  the  tenth  month.  Boosting 
doses  of  triple  antigen  are  given  between  one  and  two  years  of  age, 
and  at  the  school  entry  age  of  five  years,  boosting  doses  of  Diph- 
theria/Tetanus antigen.  Further  boosting  doses  of  Diphtheria/ 
Tetanus  antigen  are  given  during  the  school  age. 


Immunisation:  School  Children. 

Only  those  children  whose  immunisation  is  complete  are  re- 
garded as  “ immunised,”  i.e.,  two  primary  injections  or  a re- 
immunising dose  within  the  preceding  5 years.  The  figures  for

4.0 


Home  Visiting  Scheme  for  Pre-School  Children,  Immunisation 
against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria,  and  Vaccina- 
tion against  Smallpox. 

Many  of  the  requests  for  this  service  come  from  the  parents 
of  large  families  who  live  in  rural  areas  remote  from  buses,  clinics 
and  doctor's  surgeries.  Health  Visitors  request  treatment  for  chil- 
dren whose  parents  are  unable  to  visit  the  local  clinic,  or  who  refuse 
treatment  unless  it  is  given  at  home. 


SMALLPOX  VACCINATION. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  offered  to  all  children  at  the 
same  time  as  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation,  and 
is  performed  also  in  the  home  if  necessary.  The  following  table 
gives  details  of  vaccinations  carried  out  in  the  district  during

A child  of  three  months  developed  a severe  local  reaction  on 
the  arm,  lesions  on  the  scalp  and  generalised  rash  on  the  body. 
The  vaccination  was  typical  primary  vaccinia.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  number  of  new  cases  continues  at  a very  low  level,  es- 
pecially taking  into  account  the  rapidly  rising  population.  The 
number  of  deaths,  too,  is  remarkably  low.  The  number  of  cases  on 
the  register  is  maintained  by  sufferers  coming  to  live  in  the  District 
and  being  added  to  the  register.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  search  for  active  cases  is  always  vigorously  pursued,  and 
the  assistance  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  for  Surrey — 
always  readily  and  immediately  provided  on  request — is  gratefully 
acknowledged. 

At  a school  a case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  amongst  the 
staff.  All  contacts,  including  school  children,  were  thoroughly 
investigated,  Mantoux-testing  and  B.C.G.  inoculation  being  given 
as  appropriate. 

In  another  case  glandular  tuberculosis  in  a toddler  was  noti- 
fied. Since  this  type  is  usually  milk-borne,  all  milk  supplies  in 
the  area  were  investigated,  and  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer 
examined  and  tested  all  animals  in  the  herd  that  might  have  been 
suspect.  There  were  no  developments  of  any  kind,  or  anything 
suspicious  discovered.  The  Chest  Physician  eventually  formed 
the  opinion  that  the  case  might  not  be  tuberculosis.  Investigations 
of  this  sort,  laborious  and  painstaking  as  they  are,  are  not  wasted, 
even  if  the  result  is  negative.  This  is  part  of  the  protective  service 
rightly  expected  by  the  public. 

One  or  two  other  cases  of  glandular  tuberculosis  were  simi- 
larly investigated. 
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The  friendly  co-operation  of  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer 
was  most  helpful  in  these  cases,  and  much  appreciated.  Nor  is 
this  assistance  always  one-sided.  In  February  there  was  a sugges- 
tion of  unexpected  T.B.  reactors  in  a dairy  herd.  The  question 
arose  whether  the  human  dairy  workers  were  infecting  the  cows. 
We  arranged  X-ray  examination  of  the  men,  and  were  able  to  re- 
move the  suspicion.  This  possible  mode  of  infecting  dairy  cows 
has  been  met  with  before. 

X-Ray  Services.  The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Guild- 
ford in  October/November.  We  publicised  the  visit  for  the  rural 
areas  by  letters  and  literature  to  Clerks  of  Parish  Councils,  to 
medical  practitioners  and  otherwise. 

The  ioo  m.m.  Odelca  Unit  pays  regular  visits  to  the  under- 
mentioned centres  which  are  accessible  to  residents  in  various  parts 
of  the  Guildford  Rural  District: — 

Aldershot:  Every  Monday,  11.15  a.m.  to  12.15  p.m. 

Great  Bookham:  1st  and  3rd  Wednesdays  in  month,  2.45  to 
3.30  p.m. 

Cobham:  1st  and  3rd  Mondays,  9.30  to  10  a.m. 

Dorking:  Every  Wednesday,  4.30  to  5.30  p.m. 

Godaiming:  Every  Wednesday,  10.30  to  11.15  a.m. 

Dr.  Walters,  Medical  Director  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Ser- 
vice for  Surrey,  Croydon,  North-East  Hampshire  and  North 
Sussex,  observes  in  his  Annual  Report  for  i960  that  “ The  dis- 
covery of  unsuspected  cases  of  tuberculosis  is  still  more  important, 
and  more  use  could  be  made  of  this  service,  especially  by  the 
examination  of  contacts  when  new  cases  are  discovered.  Older 
men,  particularly,  seem  reluctant  to  volunteer  for  chest  X-ray  by 
normal  mass  radiography.  The  greatest  incidence  of  tuberculosis 
now  appears  to  be  between  the  ages  of  25  and  34,  and  again  over 
55  years  of  age.” 

Mass  Radiography  is  useful  for  the  detection  of  other  condi- 
tions besides  tuberculosis.  In  the  county  in  i960,  84  cases  of  lung 
carcinoma  were  discovered  and  thereby  enabled  to  receive  the 
earliest  possible  treatment.
